The fall of the water is so rapid and th 
volume so great that by harnessing th 
stream for a distance of twenty miles 
west of this city there could be generate 
at relatively slight cost for installing an 
practically no expense for maintaining,!!

figures are fairly anthentie, being base 
upon observations of results obtained by 
local and up-river power-using establish 
ments and by calculating the volume an 
fall of the river. 


At no season does the potential energy 


of these waters drop appreciably from 
the above estimate, while during tbe 
months of spring and early summer the 
amount of power now wasted is like the 
distance to some of the fixed stars, incal 
cnlable. 


By going stall higher into the moun- 


tains, where the river becomes a torrent, 
water power changed into electrical force 
and conveyed hither could. torn, .evetj, 
wheel in a great manufacturing center. 


Not only is power inexpensive but raw 


material is cheap.

This city is destined to become the in- 


tro-Biontaine metropolis and wealth cen- 
ter. Its environments make any other 
future impossible. 


In point of location it can have no for- 


midable rival between the two divides. 
Situated upon the main artery of traffic 
across the center of the United States, it 
is in quick communication with both the 
Atlantic and the Pacific seaboards. 


Then, too, the site of Beno, nestling 


under the snow-capped Sierras at the ex- 
treme western edge of the American pla- 
teau, makes it the only outlet by rail far 
the foothills and the plains. From South- 
ern Oregon on the north to the Colorado 
on the south and from Central Nevada 
to the western divide, all this vast section, 
a dominion in itself, is and always will be 
tributary to this city. 


Side lines of railroad extend to the 


north and south, tapping rich, but as yet 
not half 
developed agricultural and 


mining districts and belts of valuable 
timber. The northern line is now lay-ing 
its rails through canons and across plains, 
reaching out for what dim and distant 
terminus an inscrutable providence and 
Mr. Moran only know—and they decline 
to be interviewed. The southern road is 
recurrently reported to be contemplating 
an extension of its lines to the vigorous 
new mining camps of southwestern Neva- 
da, a project that means much to our 
people. 


The region tributary to Keno is the 


best watered territory between the great 
divides. Four rivers and innumerable 
minor streams rush down from the eter- 
nal snow fields and cause naturally fertile 
soil to produce abundantly. By regula- 
ting the flow of these waters by means of 
storage reservoirs, the acreage now under 
cultivation could be easily quadrupled. 


But this is not the only nor is it the 


best method by which to augment the 
value of Nevada's agricultural produc- 
tions. To receive a profit of $50 from an 
acre of ground is better than to gain 810 
from each of five acres. 
In other words, 


more valuable crops should be grown in 
Nevada soil. Sugar beets, for instance, 
have been demonstrated to produce 
abundantly here and to contain an unus- 
ually high percentage of saccharine. The 
production of sugar in the United States 
is a rapidly growing industry and will 
doubtless continue to increase until home 
production 13 equal to home consump- 
tion. Capital is eager to establish sugar- 
making plants whenever the farmers in a 
favored locality will agree to supply suf- 
ficient raw material. 
Concerted action 


on the part of our land owners would 
speedily establish such an industry here 
and then lands now returning but a few 
dollars annually, would be made to yield 
hannsome profits, 


Reno should and someday will become 


the greatest manufacturing city between 
the mountains. Nowhere in the land is 
power more cheaply obtained ajd no- 
where, probably, in the United States do

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THE DIFFERENCE. 


"Wherever there is on organization 


of men banded together tor a common 
purpose, ii ia bat natural that there 
should be differences of opinion upon 
minor matters. It is human nature, 
and it cannot be otherwise. Political 
parties are not exceptions to the rule. 
But the Democratic party to-day 
comes nearer being an exception than 
was any party at anytime since there 
were political divisions in this Repub- 
lic. It is united and enthusiastic in 
its main purpose, despite the represen- 
tations of the Republicans and their 
allies, the so-called gold-Democrats, 
who are not near enough to 
the 


party lines to be classed as a disturb- 
ing element in the Democratic organi- 
zation. The parly ia u unit in its op- 
position with all Us powera to the fo4- 
taring by the federal government of 
legalized c rimii-.al trust". It v.'illsuii- 
doubteiilj oppose 
tho tariff system 


which plmjes Uie great bm-deu of ia- 
creasiag taxa'ion upou ibe j> ,or. 
Tt 


will oppose nil cmrui>cv =u'lieui"3 de- 
vised in the interest of tho batikeit. imcl 
capatalists at thlT expenso of the labor 
ing class of the country. It w i l l op- 
pose the usurpation 
of legislative 


authority by the exeeutive and every 
policy that tends towards militarism, 
It will oppose the expansion of our 
currency by bank issue, instead of by 
the metal, which although degraded to 
a commoOioas condition by fraud, is 
one of the constitutional elements of 
our currency system. It will oppose 
gorernment by trust and syndicate in 
ths interest of theiving btef iiud other 
contrartors and their eoTtrnmental 
cohorts and accomplices. Upon all of 
these matters the Democratic party is 
united and the independent voters of 
the country will give it their support. 


But 
how about 
the Republican 


party? Will it stick to 'heAlgeriap 
gang or will it go b.ick on them? 
Probably it will jemain silent on the 
beef question. Will it continue to fol 
low in the wake of Haunn and do hifl 
bidding or will it yeild to the demand 
of the best element of the party and 
wrest from him the leadership? Will 
it, as in 1896, take ground in favor of 
international bimetaliBm or will it 
come out squarely for the single gold 
standard? Will it stand by the trusts 
it has fostered, or will it abandon them 
as too heavy a load to carry? Will it 
favor expansion at the bidding of 
Hannaorwill it dodge the question in 
order to retain such men as Reed, 
Hoar, Harrison and Sherman? 


Tbe Republican situation is full of 


interrogation points, while that of tho 
Democratic party is void of those 
marks of punctuation. One is closely 
outlined by a harmonious party senti 
ment, while the other is misty, mad 
died and uueertain from the murky 
clouds of internal disaentioo, discord 
and general disagreement in regard to 
party principles and policy, 


A CUSING KVIL. 


There is a law ou oiir sthtuto books 


which should either bo repealed, or so 
amended as to insure its own enforce- 
ment. As it stands at present, it is 
farcical, a libel upon itself, nud is exe- 
cuted in a manner precisely the re- 
verse of that which was intended by 
Us framers and enactora. While the 
Ian- gives the appointment of the beads 
of our State's public ius'ututious *o 
the respective trustees of those estab- 
lishments, it not only confers the 
power upon, but makes it the duty of 
those beads to make thsir own ap- 
pointments 'to all 
positions under 


them. The spirit, if not tbe letter, of 
this law is ignored in every appoint- 
ment tnat is made at all of the public 
institutions of the State, 
witb the 


single exception of the University. 
The warden of the State's prison, nor 
the superintendents of the Orphan^' 
Home or Insane Asylum, have jny 
more voice in filling the places under 
them, than hag the constable at Pizeu 
Switch in naming-the secretary of tbe 
United States Senate. The trustee?, 
who are all State officiate and poli- 
ticians, usurp the power of th. warden 
and superintendents, parcel oat tbe 
places among themselves and distrib- 
ute them among their political friends. 
The head of the institution, knowing- 
loll well that he must obey order, or 
lose his own official capnt, yields to 
th» dictation of the trustees and at 
••cond or third hand perfunctorily 
performs thu vicarious act of echoing 
officially the names that are pr«8*ntod 
to him. This perhaps wonld not be 
quite BO humiliating and ehaatfal if 
the trustees wers themselves unhamp- 
er.d in their cnoioee, but their selec- 
tlo»s m*st be approved by the political 
bo»s of th» Statt,u,M a nuttw of 


fact, they coma to the legal appointing 
power thud-banded, and directly or 
indirectly from the fountain bead of 
the filthy stream which pollutes the 
entire body politic of the common- 
wealth. 


It is a shame and disgrace that this 


condition of things should exist, and 
that tbe taxpayer* of the Statii are 
forced to pay the cost of maintaining 
public institutions, whose patronage is 
made a means of atrenf-the-nog and 
continuing a power which is exercised 
to increase their burden and add to 
their oppression and shame. 


Tbe law should be eo amended that 


there .;in be no pressure 
brought 


to bear upon tho he^d of all institu- 
tion of which be 648 charge, and who 
ia responsible for tbe acts of thoie 
under him, and who ought to be of his 
own untrameled choice and selection. 


THE Gazette in in error in its etstment 


that the JOUBNAL advocated the rais- 
ing of Dr. Stabbs' salary to $6,000 per 
annum. This paper stated that Dr. 
Stubbs bad said that, as a financial 
proposition, he would prefer $6,000 at 
the Nevada University than $10,000 in 
California. We furthermore expressed 
the opinion that the additioiiftl $2,OUO 
would be better expended ia that way 
tban'paying larger sums to individuals 
d raving salaries, whose services are 
worth less than nothing to tbe State. 


C.&N the Gazette or any other Republi- 


can paper give a lucid reason why, if 
the Republican party is a "tbrottler 
of trusts, those •same combinations 
contributed more than eighty per cent 
in the McKioley campaign fund of 
1896?
